Canine Distemper Immunization 
SCHOCK, D.V.M., American Cyanamid Company 


The immune response canine distemper 
vaccination one the most controversial 
subjects the practice veterinary medicine. 
Many veterinarians have strong opinions 
what will and what will not work strong 
that takes fortitude intitiate any discus- 
sion the problem. 


Most the controversy evolves around the 
vaccine used. Perhaps this because the 
makers have publicized their various antigens 
the point where, the practitioner, this 
the one factor upon which success failure 
depends. 


However, there evidence that this view 
being modified. Men like Baker, Cabasso, 
Gillespie and Gorham have shown that the 
best antigen will not stimulate protection un- 
less used prudently. Immunity requires 
(1) effective vaccine (2) properly injected 
(3) into receptive subject. These are the 
three basic facts immunization and all are 
equally important. 


Three types vaccine are available com- 
mercially: inactivated virus, ferret origin live 
virus and modified live virus chick em- 
bryo origin. Inactivated virus requires re- 
peated injections—otherwise immunity wanes 
about six months. Both ferret origin and 
chick embryo origin antigens will stimulate 
complete, long lasting immunity. But, ferret 
origin virus does create reaction problem 
and titration establish uniform high potency 
difficult and unreliable.* the three, only 
chick embryo origin virus meets the standards 
for effective antigen: (a) efficacy (b) safety 
(c) titratable potency. 


Veterinarians are well aware that faulty 
storage use live virus product can 
create hazard. Vaccines must arrive and 
remain under refrigeration until use, must 
used soon after reconstitution, syringe and 
needle sterilized only boiling autoclaving 
and properly cooled. Otherwise, inactivation 
the virus will nullify the whole procedure. 


The recipient animal must unexposed 
and susceptible distemper. Here lies the 
answer the question, “How would you im- 
munize six-weeks old puppy?” Technically 
the question does not offer enough information 
answer can given. What the im- 
mune status the puppy? its mother? 
How long did nurse? Has been exposed? 

These are questions which the practi- 


*Ferret origin vaccine must be titrated in ferrets. 
Here, the same factors that interfere with immuni- 
zation must overcome, i.e., parental immunity, 
prior exposure, other infections, etc. In contrast, as 
reported by Baker, Cabasso, and others, chick em- 
bryo origin virus produces measurable lesions on the 
chorio-allantoic membrane the chick embryo, 
making titration with hyperimmune serum practical. 


tioner needs answers order apply the 
proper immunization plan. Regrettably, the 
answers are almost never available. Some 
veterinarians are moving the serum neutrali- 
zation tests and maternal nomographs out 
the laboratory and into their practices guide 
them. Wuori, writing the N.Y.C. Veteri- 
narian, predicts these tests will general 
use soon. 

Lacking this information, the practitioner 
still faced with his original question—the 
six-weeks old puppy with unknown im- 
mune history. This puppy should consid- 
ered too young respond properly the 
injection antigen. Interference antibodies 
still may present. 

Research has shown that the proper age for 
permanent immunization eight nine 
weeks. Below this age, maternal antibodies 
interfere with the immune response, raising 
the percentage failures. The factor ex- 
posure non-exposure almost academic 

all dogs should considered exposed 
the general run practice. 

this basis, dogs under eight weeks 
age should given antiserum cc. 
per pound body weight) 10-14 day in- 
tervals until old enough actively im- 
munized. Wait least two weeks after the 
last dose antiserum, then give simultane- 
ously antiserum and chick embryo origin 
vaccine. Whenever possible, repeat vaccine 
injection within four six months. This will 
“catch” those dogs who still had enough anti- 
bodies when first immunized interfere with 
the immune response. 

Admittedly, this not the best way im- 
munize dog against distemper. the best 
practical way have. The fault lies not 
with the antigen, but with ignorance the 
immune status the dog. Chick embryo 
origin vaccine will stimulate complete, long 
lasting immunity when given the chance.

A—Dr. Sprowl: think that you should 
assume the cost treating the animal but you 
should not assume the legal responsibility. 
The only thing you have worry about 
negligence they can prove it. you told 
them the beginning that the animal can- 
not contact the disease your hospital then 
they would have some grounds for negligence. 
would extremely careful talking the 
client over the phone otherwise admitting 
negligence. Some veterinarians even feel that 
they should recompense the owner for the 
dog. you that you may admitting 
negligence, least they have basis for that 
comes court. The attorney can say that 
there some reason why you would want 
recompense for the dog. 


Dr. Haas. Should corticosteroids 
used the face high blood urea and 
other indications renal malfunctions? so, 
what dosage level? 


There are about eight different relative 
contraindications for the use corticosteroids.

the increased blood urea part this relative 
contraindication category. Now, has been 
used. There have been recent papers the 
human field where corticosteroids have been 
used high dosages for long periods time 
nephritis where was thought they would 
have beneficial effect. quite different 
thing the case nephrosis. The nephrotic 
person the individual wandering around 
with the shoe laces untied, can hardly get his 
shoes and socks and water logged, usually 
the lower extremities. nephrosis where 
there some type functional, not ana- 
tomical, derangement the corticosteroids have 
been effective. the nephritic condition 
where there bacterial infection and primary 
changes, may may not indicated. Cer- 
tainly animal with elevated blood urea 
would not indicated. With moderate low 
blood urea could indicated those cases. 


Dr. Haas. Would you suggest the use 
calcium, the use potassium, the use 
decreased salt intake animals Predni- 
sone Prednisolone over prolonged periods? 
Has been shown that atrophy degenera- 
tion the adrenal glands results from the 
prolonged use corticosteroids without ACTH 
stimulate them? 
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Yes, yes, yes and yes. And also oral 
injectable estrogens and androgens com- 
bination. These increase mineralization 
bone and offset the calcium pushout the 
corticosteroids. Yes, would certainly use 
calcium and deposition substances such 
estrogens and androgens. Certainly potassium 
would indicated were used for long pe- 
riods time. Particularly where high doses 
steroids are important. Potassium can 
given intravenously orally. The salt should 
decreased. There such thing, however, 
humans and dogs having too much salt- 
free diet. Adrenal depression less with the 
newer corticosteroids than with cortisone and 
hydrocortisone. Although the dogs drink and 
urinate lot they are often safe for couple 
weeks although neither you nor the owner 
would stand for two weeks this dribbling 
and dosing. usually cut the dose back 
these cases. They will compensate and even 
after months the adrenals show very 
little change the newer corticosteroids. 
Nothing known about the use ACTH 
the veterinary field.

and cons the Microhematocrit the Win- 
trobe method. 
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A—Certainly the speed involved with the 
Microhematrocrit decided advantage over 
the Wintrobe method. some small animals 
you can only use the micro method due the 
small amount blood available. the other 
side the ledger the cost. Clay Adams 
model 2002 centrifuge runs about $100 and 
addition may used for other purposes 
using other sized tubes. The International 
Microhematocrit useful for only one thing 
and that for spinning high speed. 
much more expensive. The Phillips-Rucker 
centrifuge which mentioned has the ad- 
vantage being fast enough micro- 
hematocrit but also slow enough that 
you can use larger size tubes. This will cost 
about $200. 

Dr. Benjamin. What your diagnosis 
and treatment for feline infectious anemia?

The photograph depicts Lippizan stallion, 
years old. This horse has been under our 
supervision for about eight months now, and 
during that time has been treated and fed the 
same several others the same premises. 


About the middle July were called 
see this horse the afternoon, having been in- 
formed was sick was! 


Symptoms were follows: Animal breathing 
hard, about respirations per minute, some 
sweating, appetite, very little drinking, 
temperature 104, animal walking circles 
the left the stall and outside the stall, some 
disturbance vision evidenced colliding 
with objects front him, obvious weakness 
the hind quarters, and when forcibly made 
stop walking the entire rear end would fall 
the right, the front end remaining upright. 
Upon recovery the walking would resume, and 
not stopped the animal would able 
stay its feet, although circling. Pulse was 
75, full, there was “raw” spot the nose 
about two inches circumference, and upon 
opening the mouth the gums and tongue had 
extensive white areas and lines through the 
tissues, and all mucous membranes and the 
sclera were stained deep goldenrod color. 
The weakness the hind quarters, incoordina- 
tion, dragging the rear toes, and the jaun- 
dice immediately reminded the mare 
described Page 28, May-June issue 
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Having seen this horse some two days be- 
fore, which time was apparently all 
right, was obvious that had some- 
thing new our hands. also recalled that 
the mare mentioned previously had been sick 
some days before were called that 
explained her cachetic condition, for the non- 
eating, weakness rear quarters, jaundice, 
were parallel both cases. Exception was the 
presence the nose lesion and mouth lesions 
this horse. Diagnosis was paramount before 
treatment and this was explained the 
common-sense basis that one cannot treat 


until one knows why they are treating al- 
though this has been done! blood sample 
was drawn, and this turned out very low 
red cells; about million plus. This then, was 
another common point between the two 
animals, except that (possibly due elapsed 
time) the mare had practically red cells 
all. course this blood picture came later. 


So, were stumped! our mind could 
not eliminate picture some chemical burn 
and erosion, but was only supposition, and 
natured, decided traverse foot every 
stall, premise, corral place which 
this horse had been during the last three 
days; the horse was left “circling,” and the 
human walking began. Meanwhile noticed 
the other horses the premises were all 
entirely normal: also reflected, while walk- 
ing, that this WAS NOT encephalitis, gen- 
erally recognized, neither was botulinus, nor 
rabies.

manufactured (many miles away) and from 
them acquired quite education, being in- 
formed that this product was truly coal-tar 
creosote (as compared wood creosote), 
essential element the steel-making industry. 


Back the horse the next day was 
walking straight line, temperature had 
dropped 102, and stayed there three days, 
then returned normal did the horse. 
Now, course, know were dealing 
with chemical toxic picture syndrome, 
such intensity that the liver could not handle it, 
which secondarily had produced encephalitis.

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Allergens—Apparent Cause 
“Summer Itch” (Equine)

our practice area (Southern Tulare 
County), condition known “Summer Itch” 
causes some the horses great deal dis- 
comfort. There are many and varied degrees 
severity this condition ranging from 
mild tail rubbing and small areas chronic 
urticaria about the head and neck complete 
loss mane and large areas raw and weep- 
ing skin. These areas are always dry first, 
but the itching continued and intensified, 
the animal actually rubs away the top layers 
skin and serum starts ooze. This moisture 
attracts flies and result the additional 
annoyance, insult added injury. 

This condition seasonal one which 
happens coincide with the fly season. This, 
course, leads many horse owners believe 
that flies other insects are the cause the 
symptoms. However, fly spray just doesn’t 
help the situation very much, fact, some 
cases seems aggravate the condition. 
Topical applications various and sundry 
things give very little any hope for better 
results. Many the lesions have the appear- 
ance ringworm but fungicides fail yield 
satisfactory results. Almost anything can 
cultured from these lesions. 


After observing this condition closely for 
the past two seasons, proceed the premise 
that “Summer Itch” caused allergens 
which may also contribute some degree 
photosensitivity. The chief offender this 
area seems native Bermuda grass. The 
victims are nearly always thin skinned animals 
and many them will seek shade 
available. several horses are kept the 
same pasture, there may only one two 


out the group show any symptoms the 
condition. 


Most cases will recover without treatment 
they are taken away from the source 
Bermuda grass (including lawn clippings) 
and furnished clean hay and shade. Steroids 
will step the rate recovery quite notice- 
ably. Antihistamines are apparently helpful. 
good “soap and water” bath will assist 
producing immediate relief many cases. 
With therapeutic dose any good steroid, 
many serious cases respond complete 
cessation rubbing and itching less than 
hours. Noticeable improvement the skin 
lesions apparent less than week. With- 
out treatment, other than removing the source 
the allergen, noticeable improvement 
usually apparent within two three weeks.

Bovine Brucellosis Vaccine 
and Antigen 


Section 754.7 the California Administra- 
tive Code, controlling the sale, possession 
and use vaccine and antigen containing 
brucella microorganisms, was adopted and 
filed with the Secretary State September 
18, 1959. The regulation became effective 
October 18, 1959. 


The new section defines who may buy, 
possess and use brucellosis test antigen and 
brucellosis vaccine. also specifies that sales 
such antigen and vaccine limited 
those persons laboratories listed. 


The regulation requires that all sales 
brucellosis vaccine and antigen reported 
the Bureau Livestock Disease Control 
within five days from the date sale. Sales 
copy the sales invoice the Chief the 
Bureau Livestock Disease Control, 1220 
Street, Sacramento 14, California. 


The regulation further requires that the use 
California all vaccine containing brucella 
microorganisms reported the Chief 
the Bureau Livestock Disease Control with- 
fourteen days from the date use. The 
DAI Form 26, Report Calves Vaccinated, 
will fulfill this requirement for vaccine used 
the official State Calfhood Vaccination 
Program. The use brucellosis vaccine, other 
than the cfficial program, must reported 
letter.

You are controlling Brucellosis. You know 
what you are doing Brucellosis but you 
know what Brucellosis doing you? 
Particularly those who have been exposed 
the infection have been sensitized. There 
general idea that Brucellosis well con- 
trolled and that problem for man 
animals these days but think that are 
not taking the right attitude because there 
far more Brucellosis and morbidity from 
Brucellosis man and animals than 
suspect. 


From the time that Brucellosis was dis- 
covered the U.S. until about 1925 when 
began recognize acute cases Brucel- 
losis this country and until the antibiotic era 
saw many patients with the typical un- 
dulant fever.

the herd suspicious the Ring Test 
Whey Test each individual animal instead 
blood testing. course blood test the dry 
cows. This was started April 1957 and 
October 1958 Marin county was declared 
Modified Certified Brucellosis Free Area. 


The same program now being carried out 
Sonoma County but modified that all 
animals positive the Whey Test are con- 
firmed means the blood test before being 
removed from their herds. 


One distinct advantage the Whey Test 
determine which the animals reacting 
suspicious the blood test are infected. 
they are infected the organism will present 
the mammary gland and the animal will 
react the Whey Test. Another advantage 
the Whey Test that will distinguish be- 
tween the reaction caused the vaccine and 
that caused virulent infection. The re- 
action caused the vaccine will not persist 
the mammary gland. 


seems that are becoming some- 
what complacent with respect Brucellosis. 
not closed issue. could very well 
get into the state mind that are with 
tuberculosis. not believe that there 
experiment station the United States today 
that doing anything bovine tuberculosis. 
program was adopted and research dis- 
continued with the result that tuberculosis 
still problem today. discontinue re- 
search Brucellosis the very same thing 
could happen. 


Robert Courter: (Dr. Courter supple- 
mented his talk with slides.) This brief 
résumé what happening Brucellosis 
among humans. According the records 
had peak human reported cases 1947 
which there were nearly 7,000 cases. 
has continued drop the program for 
controlling the disease cattle has progressed. 
1958 there were 802 cases. 


The disease still highly persistent the 
cattle and swine raising states. The number 
cases reported the United States propor- 
tional the number cattle and swine 
each state. 

Nearly 300 the 802 cases 1958 were 
rural and nearly 200 were urban. The highest 
incidence was found packing plant em- 
ployees working the line handling the 
carcasses and meat. The next highest group 
was the livestock farmer. The incidence here 
seems highest the year old group. 
The third group was housewives with twice 
many rural areas urban. Perhaps this 
because they help their husbands the 
barn and with the livestock. 


Joseph Briggs: had very 
bout with Brucella last spring and have had 
the disease for years. case rather 
typical all the veterinarians that know 
who have had the disease. Since being in- 
troduced Dr. Carpenter has taken 
interest case and has done more than 
anyone has attempted has had the 
knowledge do. 70% the large animal 
practitioners convention Colorado were 
Age grouping runs into this with the greatest 
incidence those out school from 
years. None these had received successful 
treatment. This was prior the development 
the tetracyclines. 


With this disease you are not sick enough 
bed, you just mope around and every- 
one calls you bum because you are lazy and 
actually isn’t entirely your fault. 

found that the serum test only accurate 
during certain phase the disease. You 
start with acute Brucellosis, carrying titer, 
then your titer present for three four 
months before declining negative very 
low. You have fortunate your timing 
get test and you into any general 
clinic except UCLA and they run agglutin- 
ation test will probably negative and 
they won’t able diagnose the condition. 
You have probably already been through 
bout with the broad spectrum antibiotics and 
had gotten temporary relief but they just 
drive the disease deeper into your system. 

know men who have carried negative 
serum titers for periods years and 
who suffer from the disease every spring. 
believe that they were given the intra- 
dermic test for allergic response the disease 
they would find they were suffering from 
very chronic form Brucellosis. also be- 
lieve that the same true with cattle and 
beginning doubt that the blood test 
the final answer. The Whey Test also 
something that needed find out cattle 
actually have the disease whether you are 
getting false positive false negative. 

You probably initially contact the disease 
from cows with retained placenta, from milk 
samples, from handling cattle. Your serum 
titer declines and you think you are getting 
over it. From then you are careful but 
keep getting these attacks. 

have certified milk. Our cows are bled 
every days and there almost chance 
animal contacting the disease and being 
shedder the milk between these tests. 
have never had animal come positive 
the twelve years have been testing. 

The majority your grade milk products 
into manufactured dairy products such 
cottage cheese, American cheese and process 
cheese. true, these are all pasteurized 
products but they also are almost entirely 
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from Brucella infected animals because the 
dairyman who can’t produce grade milk 
generally not being careful with his herd and 
producing grade milk and selling 
cheese manufacturer. They pasteurize it, 
killing whatever Brucella that present, but 
still the veterinarian who the receiving 
end the thing develops the typical symptoms 
the disease allergic manifestation 
the Brucella proteins which are this 
processed milk product. 


you have the disease, have had it, and 
can stay away from pasteurized milk products 
the chances your symptoms returning are 
low you stay away from the aerosol vac- 
cination and don’t inadvertently vaccinate 
yourself. 


Dr. Carpenter: I’m sure that you all appre- 
ciate the fact that when you take live Brucella 
into your body the infection gets into your 
intestinal tract and into the blood stream. 
Then the organisms localize the perivascular 
tissue just outside the blood vessel causing 
little granulomatous lesions. this granuloma 
localizes just beneath the lining the blood 
vessel the reaction outside the vessel and 
has tendency constrict that vessel. 
just within the lining the vessel 
grows into the lumen and occludes the 
vessel. our concept the present time, 


think that the perivascular location very 
significant. The lesions may locate the blood 
vessels the heart, brain, mesentery, kidney 
the joints and may strike one in- 
dividual one tissue and other sites some- 
one else. don’t know why. This part 
the basic process that goes and during this 
development these granulomatous lesions 
the host becomes sensitized. 

being sensitized you not only have these 
granulomatous lesions but you have positive 
skin test. not just the skin that 
sensitized but practically every cell your 
body which sensitized. can see this 
local skin reaction but you must also realize 
that the other cells the body are sensitive 
Brucella protein and are also reacting it. 

addition this marked sensitization 
the cells there another interesting reaction 
this chronic Brucella infection. Once you 
have become infected your blood serum 
longer bacteriocidal the Brucella organism. 
normal person with negative skin test 
his serum will kill the Brucella organism 
vitro. However, you have positive skin 
test your serum does not kill the bacteria 
vitro. use this test many instances 
determine the degree which your serum has 
lost its bacteriocidal activity. This may play 
important factor recurrences Brucella 
infection. your serum not bacteriocidal

they are not cleared out the system 
rapidly you would find the case 
normal individual. are not certain 
why this occurs. know that take 
serum from patient suffering from chronic 
Brucellosis and add complement the 
bacteriocidal activity restored. 


This just the opposite what expect 
find. You would think that your serum 
had high titer antibodies that would 
kill off Brucella better than serum with 
antibodies. 


Once you have positive skin test you are 
sensitive Brucella protein. You are allergic. 
the case these granulomatous diseases 
before these symptoms show after you 
come into contact with the antigen. 


want give you more proof this 
allergy chronic Brucellosis. grow cells 
tissue culture many kinds cells which 
can isolate and examine. Now, say iso- 
late strain these cells from sensitized 
host. might guinea pig, monkey 
man. grow these test tube and 
add just few dead Brucella, little 
Brucellergin, little Brucella protein these 
cells react. The sensitized cells get cyto- 
toxic effect from this Brucella protein and 
I’m certain that this same thing happens 
the body just does the test tube. When 
you get dead Brucella Brucella protein 
even live cells your cells react this same 
cytotoxic way. 


also shown guinea pigs that 
you infect one once with live organism and 
keep them without reinfecting them for the 
rest their lives that they will live longer 
than guinea pigs which are infected once and 
then subsequently reinfected with live 
dead organism. This sets forth this same 
principle. They have been sensitized and when 
you add more antigen this sensitized host 
interferes very slow chronic way with 
the health the animal. 


Now the third point this. have noticed 
that veterinarians who are sensitive and 
have positive skin test and remove 
placenta from cow that infected they may 
get marked reaction the skin. you 
who are sensitive stay away from this antigen 
you are not going have any trouble. So, 
avoid contact with infected 
Brucella antigen one form another. 


very important that see that 
our dairy products are free from this antigen. 
have found patients with cardiovascular 
disease that 50% these people have positive 
skin tests for Brucella. sure that 
kept antigen away from those they would 


repair this damage and live much longer than 
they will getting Brucella antigen dairy 
products. 


Brucellosis very unique disease because 
know other disease which the 
antigen the food. this case, the dairy 
products. the old days when had tuber- 
culosis, found the tubercle bacillus milk, 
butter, cheese and but that pretty 
eliminated and the only way now you have 
positive tuberculin test get more antigen 
from another human case. You don’t get 
many bacteria from human case unless you 
are living pretty close you avoid lot 
these reactions from the antigen. But, 
the case Brucellosis the cream fat brings 
60% the bacteria the milk and they 
are concentrated the butter cheese 
other similar products. 


allergy, the vascular system the 
tissue the body that reacts this allergic 
manifestation. sensitized and whenever 
more antigen introduced this antigen re- 
acts the vascular system. 


Don’t misled with the seriousness 
Brucellosis. the United States isn’t 
serious Mexico, the Latin Ameri- 
can countries, Spain Italy, where they 
have goats and sheep great sources in- 
fection. northern Spain, you could 
any hospital and see cases acute 
Brucellosis. Maybe everybody village had 
positive skin test and there would much 
chronic illness these villages.

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Acanthosis Nigricans Small 
AUSTIN TAYLOR, Jensen-Salsbery Laboratories, Inc. 


Acanthosis nigricans was first described 
the human literature about 1890. was 
characterized surface skin lesions and in- 
ternal cancer. The disease now described 
benign condition specifically localized 
with hypertrophy the papillary layer and 
increase its pigmentation. 

the human the lesions are preferentially 
localized the groin, anal-genital region, 
and the nipples about that order appear- 
ance. occasion the mucous membranes may 
affected. 

There are about 500 cases acanthosis 
nigricans reported the human literature. 
Most these are associated with neoplastic 
lesions some sort. Generally the internal 
organs. has been observed that when the 
tumor has heen surgically removed that most 
the acanthotic lesions clear up. However, 
they reappear with the reappearance the 
malignancy. 

second form acanthosis nigricans ap- 
pears quite frequently and has been associated 
with puberty. 

There have also been described certain 
acanthotic conditions which are peculiar 
the obese and negroid people. These are 
sometimes called pseudo acanthosis nigricans. 
this condition there seems correla- 
tion with tumor. 

Acanthosis was first described clinical 
and pathological condition the canine 
1909. The typical localization, the symmetrical 
occurrence the lesions and the histological 
picture with hypertrophy the papillary 
layer and hyperkeratosis are similar the 
features the human condition. striking 
difference exists, however, the conditions. 
Very few the canine cases are associated 
with malignancy. has been reported occa- 
sionally. Primarily with cancer the thyroid 
and certain internal malignancies. 

There has been generally accepted ex- 
planation etiology. Since many forms 
occur puberty has been postulated 
concerned with some sort hormone im- 
balance. Following this line thought many 
cases were treated with hormonal products. 
Some cases success were reported although 
definite conclusions were adopted. 

1949 was reported that with canine 
acanthosis there was always lowered metab- 
olism caused hypofunction the thyroid 
gland. Some outstanding successes were re- 
ported with therapy directed the correction 
the hypofunction the thyroid. This 
offered clue both the etiology and the 
therapeutic approach this stubborn condi- 
tion.

1953 advanced atrophy the thyroid 
was found one case acanthosis nigricans, 
was later discovered that dogs with low up- 
take radioactive iodine often had various 
dermatoses among which were some cases 
acanthosis nigricans. 


summarize then may said that 
benign forms acanthosis humans and 
dogs may reasonably expected have 
some sort endocrine etiology. 


Dr. Steg Bornthors Sweden has recently 
published very complete piece investiga- 
tional work dealing with the etiology this 
condition. There time animal’s 
life which more susceptible than 
any other. This condition occurs about 
frequently the male the female. 
Sweden appeared about 200 times fre- 
quently the Dachshund all other 
species. 

The next step this investigation was 
study the activity the thyroid gland 
these dogs. Normal dogs have hour 
uptake about 52% whereas normal Dachy’s 
have 24-hour uptake about 55.9%. The 
uptake dogs with clinical acanthosis 
nigricans was 25.4% indicating drastically 
reduced thyroidal activity. The next logical 
step was reproduce this condition thy- 
roid function reduction. This was done with 
methyl thiouracil. During month period 
administration the drug there was 
indication skin lesions the dogs although 
the thyroid uptake was reduced 
one dog and the other dog used. They 
didn’t gain weight and their appetite remained 
good. result was concluded that low 
level thyroid activity was generally asso- 
ciated with but not necessarily the cause 
acanthosis nigricans. 


then became necessary study the 
pituitary gland and particular the thyroid 
stimulating hormone. Ten cases were treated 
with injections TSH. 
units were administered daily for days 
with marked improvement all lesions 
acanthosis. These results were accepted 
indicating one three things: 

The TSH has some extraneous material 
which was beneficially affecting the condition. 

TSH itself, per se, had the beneficial 
affect the lesion. 


The thyroid contained enough hormone 
for normal skin function. 


Total thyroidectomy was then tried. This 
causes major increase the secretion 
TSH from the pituitary. the three dogs 
treated the skin lesions improved greatly
